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PKEFACE. 


In  preparing  a  Liturgy  for  the  New  Church,  our  aim 
has  been  to  combine  the  practical  mid  useful  features  of 
the  Liturgies  heretofore  in  use,  to  remove  their  redun- 
dancies, and  supply  their  deficiencies.  Not  trusting  to 
our  own  judgment,  we  have  carefully  collected  the  views 
of  the  church  generally,  taking  pains  to  gather  together 
the  advice  of  all  who  were  disposed  to  give  it. 

The  Doctrines  of  the  New  Church  teach  that  with 
every  one  who  is  of  the  Church  there  ought  to  be  both 
an  external  and  an  internal ;  otherwise,  there  is  with 
him  no  spiritual  life,  for  the  internal  is  as  the  soul,  and 
the  external  as  the  body  of  the  soul;  but  those  who  are 
in  externals,  and  not  at  the  same  time  in  internals,  are 
not  of  the  Church :  all  are  in  both  who  are  in  the  good 
of  life  according  to  the  doctrines  of  their  Church;  but 
those  who  are  in  worship,  and  not  at  the  same  time  in 
the  good  of  life  according  to  the  doctrines  of  the  Church 
are  in  externals  without  internals.     A.  C.  8762. 

Worship  in  the  internal  sense  means  all  conjunction  by 
love  and  charity.  Man  is  continually  in  worship  when 
he  is  in  love  and  charity;  external  worship  is  only  an 
effect.  The  angels  are  in  such  worship;  wherefore  with 
them  there  is  a  perpetual  Sabbath ;  thence  also,  in  the 
internal  sense,  the  Sabbath  signifies  the  kingdom  of  the 
Lord.  But  man,  while  he  is  in  the  world,  ought  not  to 
be  otherwise  than  in  external  worship  also    for  from  ex- 
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ternal  worship  the  internals  are  excited;  and  by  external 
worship  the  externals  are  kept  holy,  so  that  the  internals 
can  flow  in.  Besides  this,  man  is  thus  imbued  with 
knowledges,  and  prepared  for  receiving  heavenly  things ; 
as  also  he  is  endowed  with  states  of  holiness  though  he 
knows  it  not;  and  these  states  are  preserved  to  him  by 
the  Lord,  for  the  use  of  eternal  life ;  for,  in  the  other 
life,  all  the  states  of  his  life  return.     A.  C.  1618. 

How  momentous,  according  to  these  doctrines,  the 
importance  of  external  worship  in  furthering  man's  re- 
generation, and  how  incumbent,  therefore,  the  duty  of 
providing  for  it  forms  and  arrangements  that  are,  as  far 
as  possible,  complete  and  faultless! 

The  forms  of  worship  herein  set  forth  are  varied  and 
numerous,  and  the  arrangement  plain  and  simple,  follow- 
ing the  natural  order  as  now  generally  understood  in 
the  New  Church.  First,  we  have  the  forms  of  humilia- 
tion before  the  Lord  in  Prayer;  second,  instruction 
from  the  Word  in  the  Commandments,  the  Doctrines, 
and  the  Lessons;  third,  the  lifting  up  of  the  voice 
in  thanksgiving,  adoration,  and  praise;  and  finally  the 
worship  continued  and  concluded  in  the  unfoldings  of 
the  glories  of  the  Word  as  things  new  and  old  are  brought 
out  by  the  Minister,  and  set  forth  before  the  People. 

These  several  acts  in  the  worship  are  in  a  degree  dis- 
tinct from  each  other,  and  yet  so  interlaced  by  certain 
transitional  forms,  and  by  the  devotional  element  every- 
where infused  by  means  of  the  responses  to  the  Com- 
mandments, the  Doctrines,  and  the  Lessons,  that  the 
whole  service  is  woven  into  a  unity  of  form,  and  be- 
comes really  one  and  undivided. 

We  have  taken,  as  the  basis  of  the  varied  forms  in 
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the  Morning  Worship,  the  Leading  Doctrine*  <>f  (he 
Church,  namely  those4  concerning  the  Lord,  the  Word, 
Faith,  and  Life;  aa  well  also  as  the  Second  Coming  of 
the  Lord,  the  Holy  City,  the  New  Jerusalem,  and  the 
Incarnation  of  the  Lord,  His  Advent,  Resurrection, 
Ascension,  and  Glorification.  In  this  way  we  have  va- 
rietv  in  unity,  and  the  worshiper  is  led,  from  time  to 
time,  into  the  devout  contemplation  and  worship  of  the 
Lord  in  the  numerous  aspects  of  His  Divine  Humanity 
as  revealed  in  the  Word,  and  in  the  Faith  and  Life  of 
the  Church.  This  seemed  preferable  to  the  method  here- 
tofore in  use  which  makes  the  basis  of  the  several  forms 
the  rotation  of  time,  as  the  wTeeks  and  days  of  the 
month. 

The  Evening  Worship  is  arranged  on  a  different 
basis;  its  forms  are  compact  and  simple,  and  the  element 
of  thanksgiving  and  adoration  more  largely  infused. 

The  Book  of  Doctrines  supplies  the  desideratum  of  a 
convenient  and  reliable  summary  of  the  faith  of  the 
Xew  Church,  showing  what  constitutes  the  New  Church 
man,  and  what  are  the  essential  principles  of  the  Church 
itself. 

In  the  Book  of  Prayers  will  be  found  a  manual  of  de- 
votion sufficient,  we  think,  for  all  practical  purposes, 
both  public  and  private.  In  this  part  of  the  work  are 
gathered  together  and  set  forth  in  their  simplicity  and 
beauty  many  gems  of  devotional  thought,  and  aspira- 
tion, Confession,  Prayer,  and  Thanksgiving. 

In  the  Psalter  are  forty  selections  for  responsive  read- 
ing, arranged  under  heads  answering  to  the  four  Leading 
Doctrines.  In  these  will  be  found  the  Psalms  that  are 
more  especially  adapted  to  responsive  reading.     In  the 
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arrangement  for  reading,  the  Ternaries  of  the  original 
Scripture  are  preserved,  inasmuch  as  the  effect  of  the 
utterance  is  heightened  by  the  Minister  and  People  say- 
ing the  third  line  in  concert. 

We  have  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  Selections  for 
Chanting,  about  half  the  number  in  the  Liturgy  of 
1854.  The  favorite  selections  and  chants  of  the  old 
book  are  retained.  Many  chants  of  great  beauty  and 
power  are  added ;  some  of  them  new  and  some  old. 
The  divisions  of  the  lines  for  the  cadence  in  chanting 
have  been  most  carefully  considered,  and  the  style  of 
chanting  improved  and  made  natural,  flowing,  and  easy, 
so  that  the  chanting  may,  as  far  as  possible,  accord  with 
impressive  reading. 

In  arranging  the  hymns,  we  have  had  much  diffi- 
culty in  finding  those  that  were  faultless.  The  number 
before  us  was  very  large.  We  have  endeavored  to 
make  the  selection  acceptable  and  useful,  and  free  from 
the  false  doctrines  that  are  so  apt  to  lie  concealed  in  pop- 
ular hymns.  Many  a  bad  hymn  holds  its  place  'from 
the  beauty  of  a  single  stanza  in  it,  or  it  may  be  of  a 
single  line;  and  many  a  good  hymn  is  spoiled  by  a 
faulty  stanza,  or  it  may  be  by  an  inadmissible  line.  Of 
the  one  hundred  and  twenty  herein  set  forth  many  re- 
quired amendment,  some  in  respect  to  a  word  or  two 
here  and  there,  some  in  respect  to  a  line  or  a  stanza. 
These,  as  we  often  found,  not  only  brought  the  hymn 
into  harmony  with  the  truth,  but  also  into  harmony 
with  itself,  making  it  in  every  way  more  euphonious 
and  beautiful. 

The  Tunes  set  to  the  Hymns  are  of  easy  utterance, 
and  well  adapted   to   congregational  singing;    in  fact, 
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wry  many  of  the  tunes  are  the  old  favorites  known  and 
admired  even  -where. 

The  parts  of  the  Sacred  Scripture  used  in  this  work 

are  translated  anew.  Fealty  to  tin4  truth  required  this 
at  our  hands.  The  forms  of  worship  being  so  largely  in 
the  very  words  of  the  Scripture,  we  could  not  injustice 
continue  to  produce,  in  these  forms,  the  numerous  errors 
of  the  common  version.  Xor  was  a  mere  revision,  of  the 
common  version  sufficient.  This  we  have  had  in  our 
Liturgies  heretofore  published  ;  and  in  this  way  some 
of  the  grosser  errors  were  removed,  but  in  the  end  an 
unsatisfactory  patchwork  remained,  while  the  natural 
beauty  of  the  common  version  wTas  essentially  marred 
and  broken  up.  We  have  a  sufficient  reason  therefore 
for  a  thorough  and  complete  ?'etranslation,  for  we  ac- 
knowledge the  ineffable  holiness  of  the  Word,  and  the 
momentous  importance  of  preserving  whole  and  entire 
its  literal  sense,  inasmuch  as  in  this,  Divine  Truth  is  in 
its  fullness,  its  sanctity,  and  its  powrer. 

The  translators  under  King  James  give  us  a  version 
remarkable  for  the  beauty  and  perfection  of  its  style, 
but  often  unfair  and  unfaithful  in  its  renderings  of  the 
original.  They  often  tamper  with  the  sacred  text,  re- 
moving into  the  margin  the  truer  renderings,  and  giving 
ns  in  the  text  interpretations  instead  of  literal  transla- 
tions ;  and  often  adding  in  italics  wTords  and  phrases  that 
mar  the  sense  and  pervert  the  truth.  And,  indeed,  had 
this  version  been  faultless  when  published  in  1613,  from 
the  modifications  of  our  language,  it  wTould,  by  this  time, 
need  amendment  and  renewal. 

But  beyond  this,  by  the  revelations  made  for  the  New 
Church,  the  Word  itself  is    unfolded  anew :  its  myster- 
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ies  solved,  its  spiritual  sense  revealed,  and  the  astound- 
ing fact  brought  to  light,  that  the  Lord  is  the  Word, 
that  is,  the  essential  Divine  Truth  within  it.  Then 
also  from  the  revelation  of  the  spiritual  sense  and  the 
correspondence  of  the  literal  sense  with  it,  the  relation 
is  at  once  demonstrated  between  the  Divine  Love  and 
Wisdom  in  the  interiors  of  the  Word,  and  the  expres- 
sion of  the  same  in  the  forms  of  the  literal  sense,  and 
the  holiness  of  the  letter  of  the  Word  is  immeasurably 
enhanced.  What  a  flood  of  light  these  new  doctrines 
must  throw  upon  the  Word,  and  how  indispensable  must 
be  knowledge  of  these  things  to  a  faithful  translation  of 
the  original  forms  of  speech  in  the  literal  sense  into  the 
equivalent  expressions  in  English,  or  in  any  other 
modern  language ! 

In  Swedexborg  we  have  the  most  indubitable 
authority  for  a  newT  translation.  In  his  writings, 
three  Books  of  the  Word  entire  are  retranslated,  and 
many  of  the  more  difficult  parts  of  the  other  Books.  A 
strong  foundation  is  thus  laid  for  our  work,  and  with 
great  confidence  of  a  happy  result,  well  may  we  patiently 
leave  our  wTork  with  the  Divine  Providence  of  the  Lord.

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rpiIE  Sacred  Scriptures  announce  the  Second  Coming 
JL  of  the  Lord,  to  execute  the  Last  Judgment,  and  to 
establish  the  New  Jerusalem,  which  is  a  New  Dispensa- 
tion, and  a  New  Church.     It  is  written: 

I  SAW  in  visions  of  the  night,  and  behold,  with  the 
clouds  of  the  heavens,  He  came  like  the  Son  of  Man  : 
and  He  came  unto  the  Ancient  of  Days,  and  they  brought 
Him  near  before  Him.  And  there  was  given  to  Him  do- 
minion, and  glory,  and  a  kingdom :  and  all  peoples,  na- 
tions, and  tongues  shall  worship  Him :  His  dominion  is  a 
dominion  of  ages,  which  shall  not  pass  away,  and  His 
kingdom  which  shall  not  be  destroyed. — Daniel  vii.  13, 14. 

IMMEDIATELY  after  the  affliction  of  those  days 
shall  the  sun  be  darkened,  and  the  moon  shall  not 
give  her  light,  and  the  stars  shall  fall  from  heaven,  and 
the  powers  of  the  heavens  shall  be  shaken:  And  then 
shall  appear  the  sign  of  the  Son  of  Man  in  heaven :  and 
then  shall  all  the  tribes  of  the  earth  wail,  and  they 
shall  see  the  Son  of  Man  coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven 
with  power  and  great  glory.  And  He  shall  send  His 
angels  with  a  great  voice  of  a  trumpet,  and  they  shall 

gather  together   His   elect  from   the   four  winds,    from 
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the  ends  of  the  heavens  to  the  ends  of  them. — Matthew 
xxiv.  29-31. 

AND  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth :  for  the 
first  heaven  and  the  first  earth  were  passed  away ; 
and  there  was  no  more  sea.  And  I,  John,  saw  the  Holy 
City,  New  Jerusalem,  coming  down  from  God  out  of 
heaven,  prepared  as  a  bride  adorned  for  her  husband. 
And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  heaven,  saying :  Behold, 
the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and  He  will  dwell 
"with  them,  and  they  shall  be  His  people,  and  He  Himself, 
the  God,  Avill  be  with  them,  their  God.  And  God  will 
wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes ;  and  death  shall  be 
no  more,  neither  sorrow,  nor  crying,  nor  shall  labor  be 
any  more :  for  the  former  things  are  passed  away.  And 
He  that  sat  upon  the  throne  said:  Behold,  I  make  all 
things  new. — Rev.  xxi.  1-5. 

From  the  True  Christian  Religion. 

THE  Faith  of  the  New  Heaven  and  the  New  Church, 
in  a  universal  and  particular  form,  is  prefixed,  that 
it  may  be  as  a  frontispiece  to  what  follows ;  and  as  a  gate 
of  entrance,  and  as  a  general  summary.  It  is  called  the 
Faith  of  the  New  Heaven  and  the  NewT  Church,  because 
the  heaven  where  the  angels  are,  and  the  church  in 
which  men  are,  make  one,  like  the  internal  and  external 
man :  and,  in  the  New  Heaven,  which  the  Lord  is  at 
this  day  establishing,  this  is  the  Faith,  its  Frontispiece, 
Gate,  and  Summary. 

i. 

The  Faith  of  the  New  Heaven  and  the  New  Church, 
in  its  Universal  Form,  is  this: 
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The  LORk)  from  eternity,  who  is  Jehovah,  came  into 
the  world,  that  lie  might  subdue  the  hells,  and  glorify 
His  Humanity.  Without  this,  no  mortal  could  have 
tfeen  saved  ;  and  all  are  saved  who  believe  in  Him.  The 
universal  principles  of  this  faith  are  these:  God  is  one  in 
essence  and  in  person,  in  whom  is  the  Divine  Trinity ; 
and  the  Lord  God  the  Savior  Jesus  Christ  is  this  God. 
No  mortal  eould  have  been  saved  unless  the  Lord  had 
come  into  the  world.  He  came  into  the  world  to  re- 
move hell  from  man;  which  He  did  by  combats  against 
it,  and  victories  over  it;  in  which  He  subdued  it,  and 
reduced  it  to  order,  and  under  obedience  to  Himself.  He 
came  into  the  world  to  glorify  His  Humanity,  which 
He  assumed  in  the  world ;  that  is,  to  unite  it  with  the 
Divinity,  of  which  it  was  begotten :  He  thus  keeps  hell 
eternally  in  order,  and  under  obedience.  As  this  could 
be  done  only  by  means  of  the  temptations  wherewith  He 
suffered  His  Humanity  to  be  assaulted,  even  to  the  last 
and  most  extreme  of  all,  which  was  His  passion  of  the 
cross,  He  therefore  endured  that  also. 

n. 
The  L^niversal  Form  of  faith  on  man's  part  is  this : 
He  must  believe  in  the  Lord  :  for  by  believing  in  Him, 
he  has  conjunction  with  Him;  and  by  conjunction,  salva- 
tion. To  believe  in  Him  is  to  have  confidence  that  He 
will  save :  and  since  no  one  can  have  such  confidence,  but 
he  that  leads  a  good  life,  therefore,  this  is  also  implied  in 
believing  in  Him. 

in. 
The  Faith  of  the  Xew  Heaven  and  the  Xew  Church, 
in  its  Particular  Form,  is  this: 
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Jehovah  God  is  essential  Love  and  essential  Wisdom; 
or,  He  is  essential  Good  and  essential  Truth ;  and  as  to 
the  Divine  Truth,  which  is  the  Word,  and  which  was 
God  with  God,  He  came  down,  and  took  upon  Himself 
human  nature,  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  to  order  all 
things  in  heaven,  and  in  hell,  and  in  the  church ;  since 
at  that  time,  the  power  of  hell  prevailed  over  the  power 
of  heaven  ;  and  on  earth,  the  power  of  evil  over  the 
power  of  good;  in  consequence  whereof  a  total  damna- 
tion was  at  hand,  and  threatened  every  creature.  This 
impending  damnation  Jehovah  God  removed  by  His 
Humanity,  which  was  the  Divine  Truth,  and  thus  He  re- 
deemed both  angels  and  men ;  and  afterward  He  united 
in  His  Humanity,  Divine  Truth  with  Divine  Good,  or, 
Divine  Wisdom  with  Divine  Love,  and  thus  returned 
into  His  Divinity,  in  which  He  was  from  eternity, 
together  with  and  in  His  glorified  Humanity. 

TV. 

The  Particulars  of  Faith  on  man's  part,  are  these : 
God  is  one,  in  whom  is  the  Divine  Trinity,  and  He  is 
the  Lord  God  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ:  Saving  faith  is 
to  believe  on  Him:  Evil  actions  ought  not  to  be  done, 
because  they  are  of  the  devil  and  from  the  devil :  Good 
actions  ought  to  be  done,  because  they  are  of  God  and 
from  God :  And  a  man  ought  to  do  them  as  of  himself; 
nevertheless,  under  this  belief,  that  they  are  from  the 
Lord,  operating  with  him  and  by  him. — T.  C.  R.,  1,  2,  3. 
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Or  Over  ffii30ehttate  of  Hje  (£I)urdj. 

TJ^ll  E  three  essentials  of  the  ( 'lunch  arc  : 

J-     1.  The  acknowledgment  of  the  Divinity  of  the  Lord. 

2.  The  acknowledgment  of  the  Holiness  of  the  Word;  and, 

8.   The  life  which  is  called  Charity. 

According  to  the  lite,  which  is  Charity,  every  one  has  Faith. 
The  knowledge  of  what  life  must  be  is  from  the  Word. 
Reformation  and  salvation  are  from  the  Lord. — D.  P.  259. 

IUI)0  (Constitute  tlje  iJleto  (Cfjutcf). 

THE  New  Church  is  formed  of  those  who  approach  the  Lord 
alone,  and  at  the  same  time  repent  of  their  evil  deeds.  The 
rest,  who  out  of  a  continued  denial  that  His  Human  is  Divine, 
do  not  approach  the  Lord  alone,  and  who  do  not  repent  of  their 
evil  deeds,  are  in  the  Church  indeed,  but  have  nothing  of  the 
Church   in  them. — A.  B.  69. 

The  New  Church  consists  of  those  who  confess  and  acknowl- 
edge from  the  heart  that  the  Lord  is  the  God  of  heaven  and 
earth,  and  that  His  Humanity  is  Divine,  and  who  are  conjoined 
with  Him  by  a  life  according  to  the  Precepts  of  the  Decalogue. — 
A.R.  490. 

Doctrines  of  tlje  Neb)  (Kljurci) 

In  Twelve  Articles. 
i. 

JEHOVAH  GOD,  the  Creator  and  Preserver  of  heaven  and 
earth,  is  Love  itself,  and  Wisdom  itself,  or  Good  itself,  and 
Truth  itself.  He  is  One,  in  Essence  and  in  Person,  in  whom  is 
the  Divine  Trinity  of  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit,  which  are 
the  Essential  Divinity,  the  Divine  Humanity,  and  the  Divine 
Proceeding  of  the  one  God.  And  this  one  God  in  His  Divine 
Humanity  is  the  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ. 

ii. 
Jehovah  God  himself  descended  from  heaven  as  the  Divine 
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Truth  which  is  the  Word,  and  took  upon  Him  Human  Nature 
that  He  might  remove  from  man  the  powers  of  hell,  and  reduce 
to  order  all  things  in  heaven,  and  all  things  in  hell,  and  all 
things  in  the  church.  He  removed  from  man  the  overwhelming 
powers  of  hell  by  combats  against  them,  and  victories  over  them, 
and  in  this  consisted  the  work  of  Redemption.  By  His  tempta- 
tion-combats, the  last  of  which  was  the  passion  of  the  cross,  He 
united  in  His  Humanity,  Divine  Truth  with  Divine  Good,  or 
Divine  Wisdom  with  Divine  Love,  and  in  His  glorified  Human- 
ity returned  into  His  Divinity,  in  which  He  was  from  eternity; 
whence  He  forever  keeps  the  infernal  powers  in  subjection  to 
Himself,  and  is  able  to  save  all  who  believe  in  Him  with  the 
understanding  from  the  heart,  and  live  accordingly. 

in. 
The  Sacred  Scripture  or  Word  of  God  is  Divine  truth  itself, 
containing  a  Spiritual  Sense  within  the  Literal  Sense,  whence 
it  is  divinely  inspired  and  holy  in  every  syllable.  The  Literal 
Sense  is  the  basis  of  the  Spiritual  Sense,  and  in  it  Divine  Truth 
is  in  its  fullness,  its  sanctity,  and  its  power.  Thus  the  Word  is 
accommodated  to  the  conditions  both  of  angels  and  of  men. 
The  Spiritual  and  Natural  Senses  are  united  by  correspond- 
ence. 

IV. 

The  government  of  the  Lord's  Divine  Love  and  Wisdom  is 
the  Divine  Providence,  which  is  Universal,  and  is  exercised 
according  to  the  laws  of  Divine  Order,  and  extends  to  every 
particular  of  the  life  of  man,  both  of  the  good  and  of  the  evil. 
In  all  its  operations  the  Divine  Providence  has  respect  to  what 
is  infinite  and  eternal,  and  regards  things  transitory  only  as  they 
are  subservient  to  eternal  ends.  The  continual  aim  of  the  Lord 
in  His  Divine  Providence  is  to  conjoin  man  with  Himself  and 
Himself  with  man,  that  He  may  give  him  the  felicities  of  eter- 
nal life.  The  Laws  of  Permission  are  also  Laws  of  the  Divine 
Providence,  because  evil  can  not  be  forcibly  prevented  without 
destroying  the  freedom  of  man,  and  because  also  evil  can  not 
be  removed  unless  it  be  known,  and  it  can  not  be  known  unless 
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it  appear.    Thus  no  evil  is  permitted  bat  to  prevent  a  greater 

evil,  and  :ill  ii  overruled   in  the    Lord's  Divine  Providence  for 

the  greatest  possible  good. 

v. 
Max  is  not  Life,  but  is  a  recipient  of  life  from  the  Lord; 
who,  inasmuch  as  lie  is  Love  itself  and  Wisdom  itself,  is  also 
Life  itself,  which  Life  is  communicated  by  influx  to  all  in  the 
spiritual  world,  whether  in  heaven  or  in  hell,  and  to  all  in  the 
natural  world  ;  but  it  is  received  differently  by  every  one  accord- 
ing to  his  quality  and  state. 

VI. 

Max  during  his  abode  in  the  world  is,  as  to  his  spirit,  in  the 
midst  between  heaven  and  hell.  He  is  acted  upoit  by  influences 
from  both,  and  is  thus  kept  in  a  state  of  equilibrium  between 
good  and  evil :  consequently  he  has  freedom  in  spiritual  things 
as  well  as  iu  natural  things,  and  has  the  capacity  of  turning 
himself  either  to  the  Lord  and  His  kingdom,  or  away  from  the 
Lord  and  His  kingdom.  Without  such  freedom  man  could 
not  be  conjoined  with  the  Lord,  and  the  cause  of  evil  would  be 
chargeable  on  God  Himself. 

YII. 

Max  is  born  in  evil  of  all  kinds,  and  thus  with  tendencies 
toward  sin  :  he  must  therefore  be  created  anew  or  regenerated 
in  order  that  he  may  enter  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Regenera- 
tion is  a  progressive  wTork  wrought  by  the  Lord,  with  man's 
cooperation  in  a  life  of  charity  and  faith.  As  all  men  are 
redeemed,  all  may  be  regenerated  and  saved,  each  according  to 
his  state.  The  regenerate  man  is  in  communion  with  angels  of 
heaven,  and  the  unregenerate  with  spirits  of  hell.  No  one  is 
condemned  for  hereditary  evil,  unless  he  makes  it  his  own  by 
actual  life :  consequently  all  who  die  in  infancy  are  received  by 
the  Lord  in  the  other  life  and  saved. 

VIII. 
Rrpextax(  E   is  the  beginning  of  the  Church   in    man.     In 
repentance  a  man  must  examine  himself  in  regard  to  his  motives, 
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intentions,  endeavors,  and  deeds;  must  know  bis  sins,  and  con- 
fess them  before  the  Lord;  must  supplicate  Him  for  help,  and 
begin  a  new  life.  To  this  end  all  evils,  whether  of  affection  of 
thought  or  of  life,  must  be  shunned  .because  they  are  sins 
against  God,  and  proceed  from  infernal  spirits  called  the  Devil 
and  Satan  :  and  good  affections  and  true  thoughts  must  be 
cherished  and  good  deeds  done,  because  they  are  of  God  and 
from  God.  These  things  are  to  be  done  by  man  as  of  himself, 
in  the  belief  and  acknowledgment  that  he  does  them  from  the 
Lord  operating  in  him  and  by  him.  So  far  as  man  shuns  evils 
as  sins  they  are  forgiven  and  removed,  and  he  then  does  good 
not  from  himself  but  from  the  Lord;  and  in  the  same  degree 
lie  also  loves  truth,  has  faith,  and  is  a  spiritual  man.  The 
Ten  Commandments  teach  what  evils  are  sins. 

IX. 

In  order  that  man  may  be  saved,  Charity,  Faith,  and  Good 
Works  must  be  united  in  him  ;  because  Charity  without  Faith 
is  not  spiritual  but  natural;' and  Faith  without  Charity  is  not 
living  but  dead;  and  both  Charity  and  Faith  without  Good 
Works  are  mere  mental  abstractions  and  perishable,  being  with- 
out use  or  fixedness.  Charity,  Faith,  and  Good  Works  are  not 
of  man,  but  of  the  Lord  alone;  nor  does  man  merit  any  thing 
by  cooperating  with  the  Lord,  for  all  merit  is  also  of  the  Lord 
alone. 

x. 

Baptism  and  the  Holy  Supper  are  Sacraments  instituted  by 
the  Lord,  to  be  perpetually  observed  in  the  Church. 

The  use  of  Baptism  is  introduction  into  the  Church,  and  at 
the  same  time  insertion  into  societies  of  Christians  in  the  spirit- 
ual world.  Baptism  is  also  a  sign  and  memorial  that  the  man 
can  be  regenerated  and  saved  by  means  of  truths  from  the  Word. 

The  Holy  Supper  contains  all  things  of  the  Church  and  all 
things  of  heaven  ;  and  to  those  wjio  receive  it  worthily,  it  effects 
consociation  with  the  angels  and  conjunction  with  the  Lord,  of 
which  also  it  is  a  sign  and  seal. 
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XI. 

DEATH  is  the  putting  off  of  the  material  body  and  man's 
release  from  it.  The  material  body  returns  to  the  natural  ele- 
ments, never  more  to  be  resumed.  Immediately  after  death 
man  is  raised  up  by  the  Lord,  and  lives  openly  and  consciously 
in  the  spiritual  world,  in  a  spiritual  and  substantial  body:  there 
lie  will  live  forever,  and  after  the  necessary  preparation  in  the 
intermediate  state  or  world  of  spirits,  he  is  taken  up  into  heaven 
if  his  ruling  affections  and  his  life  are  good  ;  but  if  his  ruling 
affections. and  life  are  evil  he  casts  himself  into  hell. 

XII. 

Now  is  the  time  of  the  Second  Advent  of  the  Lord,  which  is 
a  coming  not  in  person,  but  in  the  power  and  glory  of  His  Holy 
Word.  In  His  second  coming  the  Lord  has  restored  to  order 
all  things  in  the  spiritual  world,  where  He  performed  the  Last 
Judgment,  and  prepared  the  way  for  a  New  Church  on  the 
earth.  This  New  or  Second  Christian  Church  is  the  Church 
representatively  seen  by  John,  when  he  beheld  the  Holy  City, 
New  Jerusalem,  descending  from  God  out  of  heaven,  prepared 
as  a  Bride  adorned  for  her  husband.  This  New  and  True  Chris- 
tian Church,  which  the  Lord  at  this  day  is  establishing,  is  to 
endure  to  all  eternity,  and  to  be  the  crown  of  all  preceding 
churches.  That  it  was  foreseen  from  the  creation  of  the  world 
may  be  proved  from  the  Word  of  both  Testaments.  In  the  New 
Church  there  will  be  spiritual  peace,  glory,  and  internal  blessed- 
ness of  life,  because  there  will  be  true  Faith  and  true  Charity.

THERE  is  one  only  living  and  true  God,  in  whom  is  the 
Divine  Trinity  of  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit,  which  are 
one  in  Him  as  the  soul,  the  body,  and  the  operation  are  in  man  ; 
and  this  one  God  is  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
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2.  Saving  Faith  is  to  believe  in  Him  as  the  Creator,  Redeemer, 
and  Savior. 

3.  The  Sacred  Scripture,  or  the  Word,  is  Divine  Truth  Itself. 
Within  the  literal  sense  it  has  a  spiritual  sense,  in  virtue  of 
which  it  is  divinely  inspired  and  holy  in  every  expression  ;  and 
it  is  thus  accommodated  to  the  condition  of  angels  and  of  men. 
It  is  given  that  we  may  know  the  way  of  life,  be  delivered  from 
evil,  and  come  into  consociation  with  the  angels,  and  into  con- 
junction with  the  Lord. 

4.  We  must  shun  evils  as  sins  against  God,  and  because  they 
are  of  the  devil  and  from  the  devil ;  and  we  must  do  good, 
because  it  is  of  God  and  from  God. 

5.  In  abstaining  from  evil,  and  in  doing  good,  we  are  to  act 
as  of  ourselves;  but  we  must,  at  the  same  time,  believe  and 
acknowledge  that  the  will,  the  understanding,  and  the  power  to 
do  so  are  from  the  Lord  alone.

fl  To  he  said  as  appointed  in  the  Order  of  Worship,  all  standing  ; 

I  BELIEVE  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Creator,  Re- 
deemer, and  Savior,  the  only  God  of  heaven  and  earth, 
whose  Humanity  is  Divine,  and  in  whom  is  the  Divine  Trinity 
of  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Spirit,  in  Essence  and  in  Person  One.

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upon  Him.    He  endured  temptations  even  to  the  passion  of  tfu; 

Cross;   He  overcame  the  hells  and  made  His  Humanity  Divine; 

and  so  lie  became  the  Redeemer  of  the  world,  the  Savior  Jesus 
Christ, 

I  believe  in  the  Holy  Word  spoken  by  the  Lord  through  the 
prophets  and  evangelists;  having  a  spiritual  sense  within  the 
letter,  wherein  we  have  the  precepts  of  life,  communion  with 
the  angels,  and  conjunction  with  the  Lord.

(Concerning  tfje  £eben  precepts  of  ILtfe, 

Fuom:  the  True  Christian  Religion. 

SO  far  as  a  man  shuns  evils,  he  must  will  good,  because  evils 
and  goods  are  opposites  :  for  evils  are  from  hell,  and  goods 
are  from  heaven  ;  therefore,  so  far  as  hell,  that  is,  evil  is  removed, 
heaven  draws  near,  and  man  regards  what  is  good.  As  for 
example : 

I.  So  far  as  any  one  does  not  worship  other  gods,  he  worships 
the  true  God. 

II.  So  far  as  any  one  does  not  take  the  name  of  God  in  vain, 
he  loves  whatever  is  from  God. 

III.  So  far  as  any  one  wills  not  to  commit  murder  and  to 
indulge  hatred  and  revenge,  he  wills  well  to  his  neighbor. 

IV.  So  far  as  any  one  wills  not  to  commit  adultery,  he  wills 
to  live  in  chastity  with  his  wife. 

V.  So  far  as  any  one  wills  not  to  steal,  he  lives  according  to 
the  law  of  sincerity. 

VI.  So  far  as  any  one  wills  not  to  bear  false  witness,  he  wills 
to  think  and  speak  the  truth. 
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YII.  So  far  as  any  one  does  not  covet  what  is  his  neighbor's, 
he  wills  well  to  his  neighbor  in  his  possessions. 

The  commandments,  therefore,  contains  all  things  relating  to 
love  to  God,  and  love  toward  our  neighbor. — T.  C.  E.  330.

THE  Bible  contains  Booh  of  two  kinds :  First,  the  Books 
that  are  given  by  the  dictation  of  the  Lord  as  His 
Word,  and  are  written  by  correspondence,  and  have  the 
spiritual  sense  in  a  connected  series:  and  Second,  the 
Books  that  are  not  written  according  to  correspondence, 
and  have  not  the  spiritual  sense. 

The  Books  of  the  Word,  in  the  Old  Testament,  are  the 
five  books  of  Moses,  Genesis,  Exodus,  Leviticus,  Num- 
bers, Deuteronomy,  the  book  of  Joshua,  the  book  of 
Judges,  the  two  books  of  Samuel,  the  two  books  of  the 
Kings,  the  Psalms  of  David  ;  the  Prophets,  Isaiah, 
Jeremiah,  Lamentations,  Ezekiel,  Daniel,  Hosea, 
Joel,  Amos,  Obadiah,  Jonah,  Micah,  Nahum,  Hab- 
akkuk,  Zephaniah,  Haggai,  Zechariah,  Malachi. 
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The  Books  of  the  Word,  in  the  New  Testament,  are  the 
lour  Evangelists,  Matthew,  Mark,  Luke,  John;  and 
the  Apocalypse, 

The  other  Books  of  the  Bible  arc  not  written  in  the 
style  of  the  Word,  nor  arc  they  dictated  by  the  Lord 
Himself  as  His  Word.  They  have  in  them  no  internal 
sense,  in  a  connected  series;  though  some  of  them  are 
written  in  a  degree  according  to  correspondences. 

While  the  Books  of  the  Word  have  an  immediate 
communication  with  the  Lord  and  with  heaven,  by  means 
of  their  spiritual  sense,  the  other  books,  having  all  their 
meaning  in  the  literal  sense,  communicate  only  mediately 
or  indirectly  with  heaven.  But  the  Apostolic  writings 
are  excellent  Books  for  the  Church,  insisting  on  the 
doctrines  of  love  and  faith  taught  by  the  Lord  in  the 
Gospels  and  in  the  Book  of  Revelation.

THE  Theological  Writings  of  Emanuel  Swedenborg, 
were  written  by  the  Lord  through  Swedenborg.  They 
contain  the  Divine  revelation  of  the  internal  or  spiritual 
sense  of  the  Sacred  Scripture,  in  which  the  Divinity  of 
the  Word  resides.

Ci)e  Stoctrme  of  ISapttam. 

BAPTISM  was  instituted  to  be  a  sign  that  a  man  is  of  the 
Church,  and  to  be  a  memorial  that  he  is  to  be  regenerated  : 
for  the  washing  of  Baptism  is  nothing  else  than  spiritual  wash- 
ing, which  is  regeneration.  All  regeneration  is  effected  by  the 
Lord  by  means  of  the  truths  of  faith,  and  a  life  according  to 
them.  Baptism,  therefore,  is  a  testification  that  a  man  is  of  the 
Church,  and  that  he  can  be  regenerated :  for  in  the  Church  the 
Lord  is  acknowledged  who  alone  regenerates,  and  there  also  is 
the  Word  which  contains  the  truths  of  faith  by  which  regenera- 
tion is  effected. 

This  the  Lord  teaches  in  John  :  Except  a  man  be  born  of 
water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  can  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
God.  (iii.  5.)  Water,  in  the  spiritual  sense,  is  the  truth  of  faith 
from  the  Word  :  the  Spirit  is  a  life  according  to  that  truth:  and 
to  be  born  is  to  be  regenerated  thereby. 

Since  every  one  who  is  regenerated  also  undergoes  temptations 
which  are  spiritual  combats  against  evils  and  falsities,  these 
are  also  signified  by  the  water  of  Baptism.  Inasmuch  as  Bap- 
tism is  for  a  sign  and  memorial  of  these  things,  therefore  man 
may  be  baptized  as  an  infant,  and  if  not  in  his  infancy,  he  may 
be  baptized  as  an  adult. 

Let  those,  therefore,  who  are  baptized  know  that  Baptism 
itself  confers  neither  faith  nor  salvation,  but  that  it  testifies  that 
they  may  receive  faith  and  be  saved  if  they  are  regenerated. 
Hence  may  be  seen  the  import  of  the  Lord's  words  in  Mark  : 
He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved  :  and  he  that 
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believeth  not  shall  be  condemned,  (xvi.  16.)  He  that  believeth 
is  lie  that  acknowledgeth  the  Lord  and  receiveth  Divine  Truth 
from  1 1  i  m  by  the  Word:  he  that  is  baptized  is  he  that  is  regen- 
erated by  the  Lord  by  means  of  these  truths. 

The  First  Use  of  Baptism  is  introduction  into  the  Christian 
Church,  and  at  the  same  time  insertion  among  Christians  in  the 
spiritual  world. 

The  Second  Use  of  Baptism  is  that  the  Christian  may  know 
and  acknowledge  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  the  Kedeemer  and 
Savior,  and  follow  Him. 

The  Third  Use  of  Baptism  is  that  man  may  be  regenerated. 

As  soon  as  infants  are  baptized,  angels  are  appointed  over 
them  by  the  Lord,  to  take  care  of  them ;  by  whom  they  are 
kept  in  a  state  of  receiving  faith  in  the  Lord.

ALL  who  are  baptized  are  to  be  initiated  into  the 
knowledge  and  acknowledgment  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  that  they  may  follow  Him,  for  He  is  God,  who 
is  One  in  Essence,  and  in  Person,  and  in  whom  is  the 
Divine  Trinity  of  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit.

Dortrtnc  of  ti)e  Resurrection, 

MAN  is  so  created,  that  as  to  his  internal  he  can  not  die,  for 
he  is  capable  of  believing  in  God,  and  also  of  loving  God, 
and  thus  of  being  conjoined  with  God  by  faith  and  love;  and  to 
be  conjoined  with  God  is  to  live  to  eternity. 

Tins  internal  is  with  every  man  who  is  born;  his  external  is 
that  by  means  of  which  he  brings  into  effect  the  things  which 
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are  of  faith  and  love.  The  internal  is  called  the  spirit,  and  the 
external  is  called  the  body.  The  external,  which  is  called  the 
body,  is  accommodated  to  uses  in  the  natural  world:  this  is 
rejected  when  man  dies:  but  the  internal,  which  is  called  the 
spirit,  is  accommodated  to  uses  in  the  spiritual  world  ;  this  does 
not  die.  The  internal  is  then  a  good  spirit  and  an  angel,  if  the 
man  had  been  good  when  in  the  world  ;  but  an  evil  spirit,  if  the 
man  had  been  evil  when  in  the  world. 

The  spirit  of  man,  after  the  death  of  the  body,  appears  in  the 
spiritual  world  in  the  human  form,  altogether  as  in  the  world  ; 
he  enjoys  also  the  faculty  of  seeing,  of  hearing,  of  speaking,  of 
feeling,  as  in  the  world;  and  he  is  endowed  with  every  faculty 
of  thinking,  of  willing,  and  of  acting  as  in  the  world.  In  a 
word,  he  is  a  man  as  to  all  things  and  every  particular,  except 
that  he  is  not  encompassed  with  that  gross  body  which  he  had 
in  the  world;  he  leaves  this  when  he  dies,  nor  does  lie  ever 
resume  it. 

This  continuation  of  life  is  what  is  understood  by  the  Resur- 
rection. Men  believe  that  they  are  not  to  rise  again  before  the 
last  judgment,  and  that  then  every  visible  object  of  the  world  is  to 
perish,  because  they  have  not  understood  the  Word  ;  and  because 
sensual  men  place  their  life  in  the  body,  and  believe  that  unless 
this  were  to  live  again,  it  would  be  all  over  with  the  man. 

The  life  of  man  after  death  is  the  life  of  his  love  and  the 
life  of  his  faith  ;  hence  such  as  his  love  and  such  as  his  faith 
were,  when  he  lived  in  the  world,  such  his  life  remains  to 
eternity.  It  is  the  life  of  hell  with  those  who  have  loved  them- 
selves and  the  world  above  all  things,  and  the  life  of  heaven 
with  those  who  have  loved  God  above  all  things  and  their 
neighbors  as  themselves.  The  latter  have  faith,  but  the  former 
have  no  faith.  The  life  of  heaven  is  called  eternal  life,  and  the 
life  of  hell  is  called  spiritual  death. 

That  man  lives  after  death,  the  Word  teaches,  as  that  God  is 
not  the  God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living.    Matt.  xxii.  31.  That 
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Lazarus  after  death  was  taken  up  into  heaven,  but  the  rich  man 
east  into  hell,  Luke  \vi.  22,  23,  and  the  following  verses.  That 
Abraham,  rsaac,  and  Jacob  are  there,  Matt.  viii.  11;  xxii.  31, 
32;  Luke  xx.  37,  38.  That  Jesus  said  to  the  thief:  To-day  shalt 
thou  be  with  me  in  Paradise,  Luke  xxiii.  43. — [II.  D.  223.] 

TFIAT  which  is  material  does  not  live  of  itself,  but  only  that 
which  is  spiritual:  therefore  whatever  lives  in  man  is  his 
spirit,  and  the  body  only  serves  this,  as  an  instrument  is  sub- 
servient to  a  living,  moving  force.  Since  then  every  thing  that 
lives  in  the  body,  and,  from  life,  acts  and  feels,  belongs  exclu- 
sively to  the  spirit,  and  nothing  of  it  to  the  body,  it  follows  that 
the  spirit  is  the  real  man;  or,  what  is  the  same  thing:  Man 
considered  in  himself  is  a  spirit,  and  the  spirit  is  also  in  a  form 
similar  to  that  of  the  body ;  for  whatever  lives  and  feels  in  man 
belongs  to  his  spirit,  and  every  thing  in  him,  from  the  head 
to  the  sole  of  his  foot,  lives  and  feels.  Consequently,  when  the 
body  is  separated  from  its  spirit,  which  is  called  dying,  the  man 
still  continues  to  be  a  man,  and  to  live. 

When  the  body  is  no  longer  able  to  perform  its  functions  in 
the  natural  world,  corresponding  with  the  thoughts  and  affections 
of  its  spirit,  which  it  has  from  the  spiritual  world,  then  man  is 
said  to  die.  This  takes  place  when  the  motions  of  the  lungs 
and  of  the  heart  cease ;  but  still  man  does  not  die,  but  is  only 
separated  from  the  corporeal  part  which  was  of  use  to  him  in 
the  world  ;  for  man  himself  lives.  It  is  said  that  man  himself 
lives,  because  man  is  not  man  from  the  body,  but  from  the  spirit, 
since  the  spirit  thinks  in  man,  and  thought  with  affection  makes 
the  man.  Hence  it  is  evident  that  man,  when  he  dies,  only 
passes  from  one  world  into  another.  Therefore  death,  in  the 
Word,  in  the  internal  sense,  signifies  the  resurrection  and  the 
continuation  of  life. 

And  when  man  thus  passes  from  the  natural  into  the  spiritual 
world,  he  takes  with  him  all  things  belonging  to  him  as  a  man 
except  his  earthly  body.  For  when  he  enters  the  spiritual 
world,  or  the  life  after  death,  he  is  in  a  body  as  he  wras  in  the 
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natural  world ;  and,  to  all  appearance,  in  the  same  body,  since 
neither  touch  nor  sight  can  detect  any  difference.  But  in 
reality  his  body  is  spiritual,  and  thus  is  separated  from  the 
things  of  earth  and  refined  ;  and  when  what  is  spiritual  touches 
and  sees  what  is  spiritual,  it  is  the  same  to  the  sense  as  when 
what  is  natural  touches  and  sees  what  is  natural.  Hence  when 
a  man  first  becomes  a  spirit,  he  is  not  aware  that  he  has  de- 
ceased, and  believes  that  he  is  still  in  the  body  which  he  had 
when  he  was  in  the  world.  A  human  spirit  also  enjoys  every 
external  and  internal  sense  which  he  had  in  the  world.  He  sees 
as  before  ;  he  hears  and  speaks  as  before  ;  he  smells  and  tastes 
as  before ;  and  when  he  is  touched,  he  feels  as  before.  He  also 
longs,  wishes,  thinks,  reflects,  is  affected,  loves,  and  wills  as 
before ;  and  he  who  is  delighted  with  studies,  reads  and  writes  as 
before;  and,  in  a  word,  when  a  man  passes  from  one  life  into 
the  other,  or  from  one  world  into  the  other,  it  is  the  same  as  if  he 
passed  from  one  place  to  another;  and  he  carries  with  him  all 
things  which  he  had  in  himself  as  a  man:  therefore,  after  death, 
which  is  only  the  death  of  the  earthly  body,  it  can  not  be  said 
that  man  has  lost  any  thing  that  belonged  to  himself. 

i^eaben  ant*  3^elL 

THEKE  are  two  things  which  constitute  the  life  of  man's 
spirit :  Love  and  faith :  Love  constituting  the  life  of  his 
will,  and  Faith  the  life  of  his  understanding.  The  love  of  good, 
and  the  faith  of  truth  thence  derived,  constitute  the  life  of 
heaven;  and  the  love  of  evil,  and  the  faith  of  what  is  false 
thence  derived,  constitute  the  life  of  hell. 

Love  to  the  Lord  and  love  toward  the  neighbor  constitute 
Heaven,  and  so  does  faith,  so  far  as  it  has  life  from  these  loves. 
And  forasmuch  as  each  of  these  loves  and  the  faith  thence  de- 
rived is  from  the  Lord,  it  is  evident  that  the  Lord  constitutes 
Heaven. 

Heaven  is  with  every  one  according  to  his  reception  of  love 
and  faith  from  the  Lord  ;  and  those  who  receive  heaven  from 
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the  Lord  whilst  they  live  in  the  world,  come  into  beaver  after 
death. 

Those  who  receive  heaven  from  the  Lord  are  those  who  have 
heaveiff  ill  themselves;  for  heaven  is  in  man,  as  the  Lord  also 
teaches:  They  shall  not  say:  The  kingdom  of  God,  lo,  it  is 
lure  !  or  lo,  there  !  for  behold  the  kingdom  of  God  is  in  you, 
Luke  xvii.  21. 

HEAVEN  with  man  resides  in  his  internal,  thus  in  willing  and 
thinking  from  love  and  faith,  and  thence  in  his  external,  which 
consists  in  acting  and  speaking  from  love  and  faith.  But  it 
does  not  reside  in  the  external,  without  being  in  the  internal; 
for  all  hypocrites  are  capable  of  acting  and  speaking  well,  but 
not  of  willing  well  and  thinking  well. 

When  man  comes  into  the  other  life,  which  takes  place  im- 
mediately after  death,  it  is  then  manifest  whether  heaven  is  in 
him,  but  not  whilst  he  lives  in  the  world.  For  in  the  world  the 
external  appears,  but  not  the  internal ;  but  in  the  other  life  the 
internal  is  made  manifest,  because  man  then  lives  as  to  his 
spirit. 

Eternal  happiness,  which  is  also  called  heavenly  joy,  is  im- 
parted to  those  who  are  in  love  and  faith  to  the  Lord,  from  the 
Lord  ;  this  love  and  this  faith  have  in  them  this  joy,  into  which 
the  man  who  has  heaven  in  himself  comes  after  death  ;  in  the 
meantime  it  lies  stored  up,  in  his  internal.  In  the  heavens 
there  is  the  communion  of  all  goods;  the  peace,  the  intelligence, 
the  wisdom,  and  the  happiness  of  all,  are  communicated  to 
every  one  therein,  yet  to  every  one  according  to  his  reception 
of  love  and  faith  from  the  Lord.  Hence  it  appears  how  great 
the  peace,  intelligence,  wisdom,  and  happiness  of  heaven  are. 

As  love  to  the  Lord,  and  love  toward  our  neighbor,  constitute 
the  life  of  heaven  with  man,  so  the  love  of  self  and  the  love  of 
the  world,  when  they  reign,  constitute  the  life  of  hell  with  him, 
for  these  latter  loves  are  opposite  to  the  former.  Wherefore 
those  with  whom  the  loves  of  self  and  of  the  world  reign,  are 
incapable  of  receiving  any  thing  from  heaven  ;  but  the  things 
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which  they  receive  are  from  hell;  for  whatever  a  man  loves, 
and  whatever  he  believes,  is  either  from  heaven  or  from  hell. 

Those  with  whom  the  loves  of  self  and  of  the  world  reign,  do 
not  understand  the  nature  of  heaven  and  the  happiness  of  heaven, 
and  it  appears  incredible  to  them  that  happiness  should  be  given 
in  any  other  loves  than  in  these,  when  yet  the  happiness  of 
heaven  only  enters,  so  far  as  these  loves,  as  ends  are  removed. 
The  happiness  which  succeeds  on  their  removal  is  so  great,  that 
it  exceeds  all  human  comprehension. 

The  life  of  man  can  not  be  changed  after  death,  but  then 
remains  such  as  it  was  in  the  world  ;  for  the  whole  spirit  of  man 
is  such  as  his  love  is,  and  infernal  love  can  not  be  transcribed 
into  heavenly  love,  becaue  they  are  opposite:  this  is  understood 
by  the  words  of  Abraham  to  the  rich  man  in  hell:  There  is  a 
great  gulf  between  us  and  you,  so  that  they  who  would  pass  to 
you  can  not,  neither  can  they  pass  from  thence  to  us.  Luke 
xvi.  26.  Hence  it  is  plain,  that  those  who  come  into  hell 
remain  there  to  eternity,  and  that  those  who  come  into  heaven 
remain  there  to  eternity. — [H.  D.  230.] 

fJlHE  Lord  from  mercy  leads  every  one  who  receives  Him; 
-L  and  they  receive  Him  who  live  according  to  the  laws  of 
Divine  order,  which  are  the  precepts  of  love  and  faith.  To  be 
thus  led  by  the  Lord  from  infancy  to  the  end  of  life  in  the 
world,  and  afterward  to  eternity — is  meant  by  mercy.  Let  all 
know  and  remember,  therefore,  that  every  man  is  born  for 
heaven  ;  and  that  he  is  received  into  heaven  who  receives  heaven 
in  himself  while  in  this  world,  and  that  he  is  excluded  who 
does  not  receive  it. — [H.  H.  420.] 

Cfje  State  of  tijose  tofjo  trie  in  Infancy. 

EVERY  infant,  wheresoever  he  is  born,  whether  within  the 
church  or  out  of  it,  whether  of  pious  parents  or  of  impious, 
when  he  dies  is  received  by  the  Lord,  and  is  educated  in  heaven, 
and  according  to  Divine  order,  is  taught  and  imbued  with  the 
affections  of  good,  and  by  them  with  the  knowledge  of  truth  ;

ami  afterward,  as  he  is  perfected  in  intelligence  and  wisdom,  he 
ia  introduced  Into  heaven,  and  becomes  an  angel.  Every  one 
who  thinks  from  reason  may  know  that  no  one  La  born  for  hell, 
but  that  all  are  born  for  heaven,  and  that  man  himself  ifl  in 
fault  if  he  comes  into  hell  ;  bat  that  infants  can  not  as  yet  be  in 
any  fault. 

INFANTS  who  die  are  equally  infants  in  the  other  life:  they 
have  a  like  infantile  mind,  a  like  innocence  in  ignorance,  and  a 
like  tenderness  in  all  things;  they  are  only  in  the  rudiments  of 
the  capacity  of  becoming  angels  :  for  infants  are  not  angels,  but 
they  may  become  angels.  For  every  one  who  goes  out  of  the 
world  is  in  a  like  state  of  his  own  life :  an  infant  in  the  state  of 
an  infant,  a  child  in  the  state  of  a  child,  a  youth,  a  man,  and 
an  old  man,  in  the  state  of  a  youth,  a  man,  and  an  old  man,  but 
the  state  of  each  is  afterward  changed.  But  the  state  of  infants 
excels  the  state  of  all  others  in  this,  that  they  are  in  innocence, 
and  that  evil  from  actual  life  is  not  yet  rooted  in  them  ;  inno- 
cence also  is  such  that  all  things  of  heaven  may  be  implanted 
in  it,  for  innocence  is  the  receptacle  of  the  truth  of  faith,  and 
of  the  good  of  love. 

Infants,  as  soon  as  they  are  raised  up,  which  takes  place  soon 
after  their  decease,  are  taken  into  heaven  and  delivered  to  angels 
who  are  of  the  female  sex,  who  in  the  life  of  the  body  tenderly 
loved  infants,  and  at  the  same  time  loved  God;  these,  because 
in  the  world  they  loved  all  infants  from  a  sort  of  maternal  ten- 
derness, receive  them  as  their  own  :  and  the  infants  also,  from 
an  innate  disposition,  love  them  as  their  own  mothers.  .  .  . 
Alter  the  first  age  is  past,  they  are  transferred  into  another 
heaven,  where  they  are  instructed  by  masters,  and  so  on. 

AT  ANY  may  suppose  that  infants  remain  infants  in  heaven, 
-1^-"-  and  they  are  as  infants  among  the  angels.  Those  who  do 
not  know  what  constitutes  angels  may  have  been  confirmed  in 
this  opinion,  from  the  images  sometimes  seen  in  temples,  where 
angels  are  exhibited  as  infants.  But  the  truth  is  altogether 
Otherwise.     Intelligence  and   wisdom  constitute  the  angel,  and 
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until  infants  have  intelligence  and  wisdom,  they  are  indeed 
with  angels,  yet  they  are  not  angels.  But  when  they  become 
intelligent  and  wise,  then  first  they  become  angels.  .  .  Intel- 
ligence and  wisdom  produce  this  effect.  Infants  as  they  are  per- 
fected in  intelligence  and  wisdom,  appear  more  adult,  thus  as 
youths  and  young  men,  because  intelligence  and  wisdom  are 
real  spiritual  nourishment;  consequently  the  things  which 
nourish  their  minds  also  nourish  their  bodies,  and  this  from  cor- 
respondence ;  for  the  form  of  the  body  is  but  the  external  form 
of  the  interiors. 

It  ought  to  be  known  that  infants  in  heaven  do  not  advance 
in  age  beyond  early  youth,  and  that  they  remain  in  this  to 
eternity.— H.  H.  340. 

BESIDES,  infants  do  not  know  that  they  were  born  in  the 
world,  but  they  believe  that  they  were  born  in  heaven  ;  con- 
sequently they  know  of  no  other  birth  than  the  spiritual  birth, 
which  is  effected  by  the  knowledges  of  good  and  truth,  and  by 
intelligence  and  wisdom,  from  which  man  is  man ;  and  because 
these  are  from  the  Lord,  they  believe,  and  love  to  believe,  that 
they  are  the  children  of  the  Lord  Himself.  But  still  the  state 
of  men  who  grow  up  on  earth  may  become  equally  as  perfect  as 
the  state  of  infants  who  grow  up  in  heaven,  if  they  remove  cor- 
poreal and  earthly  loves,  which  are  the  loves  of  self  and  of  the 
world,  and  in  their  place  receive  spiritual  loves. — H.  H.  345.
